The Committee returned and presented the Governor, who 
delivered the following message : 


GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 


As the Chief Executive of the Ferritory, I extend to you a 
cordia] welcome to the performance of the honorable duties 
which are before you. I hope the session upon which you are 
just entering, may be one in which harmony, wise counsels, 
and a generous charity will prevail, and that your labors may 
hasten the growth and general prosperity of the Territory, and 
advance the peace and happiness of the people. ` 

I proceed, as required by law, to communicate to you the 
condition of the Territory, and to recommend such legislation 
as will, in my opinion, promote the general welfare. The 
present statutes of the Territory have been found adequate to 
give peace, security and prosperity to the people. Some 
changes may be made that will doubtless prove beneficial, but 
great care should be taken to enact no law that will operate 
injuriously. 2 


EDUCATION. . 


The last Legislature imposed the duties of Superintendent 
of Public Instruction upon the Governor. For detailed infor- 
mation on this subject, I refer you to my reports to the Terri- 
torial Board of Education, ¢opies of which will be laid before 
you. These reports show that the total receipts for school 
purposes, from all sources during the past two years, have been 
$22,833.32, and the total disbursements 840,211.46, leaving a 
balance on hand, November 30, 1874, of $2,621.86. The 
amount invested in- public school-houses and furniture; is 
$8,950. The amount required for school purposes fur the year 
1875, as estimated by the County Superintendents of Public 
Schools, is $11,600. Probable amount that will be received, 
$9,100. The school census returns for 1874, show the number 
of children in the Territory, between the ages of six and 
twenty-one years, to be 2,584, of which number 843 have 
attended the public schools, and 196 haye attended private 
schools, and 710 can read and write. - Since the last census was 


tp 
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taken, in May, 1874, the number attending the public schools 
has considerably increased. There are at present nine teachers 
employed in the Territory, and nearly every school district is 
provided with a free school. It is believed that the revenue 
will be sufficient to support the same from six to twelve 
months during the year. The taxes now levied for school 
purposes are twenty-five cents on each $100 valuation, 
collected and paid into the several county treasuries, aud 
twenty-five cents on each $100 valuation, collected and paid 
into the Territorial treasury. As the Territory increases 
in population, new and increased school facilities will be re- 


E quired, but it is believed the increasé.of taxable property will 


be in proportion, therefore no larger rate of taxation for school 
purposes will be necessary. I am of the opinion that the 
school revenues of the several counties should be divided 
among the school districts thereof in proportion to the number 
of children aitending school, and that the school revenue paid 
into the Territorial Treasury should be divided between the 
counties upon the same basis. By this division a premium 
will be given to those who attend school; besides, it is but 
just that those who will attend school shall be provided with 
the means. The school interest would, undoubtedly, be ad- 
vanced by the adoption of a uniform series of text-books, and 
in this opinion I am sustained by all the county superin- 
tendents. 

Under the present school law the free school system has been 
made a success, and the means are afforded by which every 
child in this Territory can obtain the rudiments of an educa- 


‘tion. But a trifling sum is paid to officers for their services, 


and nearly the entire revenues are appiied to the maintenance 
of schools. Great care should be taken to preserve the same 
economy now practiced in the disbursement of this fand, and 
radical changes in a law that has worked well should always 
be avoided. It is a subject of pride to every citizen that, with 
all the difficulties we have encountered — amid poverty, death 
and desolation occasioned by our savage foes — the people with 
great unanimity have provided the necessary means to educate 
the rising generation. and upon no other subject are they so 
thoroughly united. The taxes levied and collected for this 
purpose are paid without a murmur, with the very general 
expression that, if more is needed, it shall be paid. The bene- 
fits of our free school system to the Territory, reach far beyond 
the education of ourown children. The first inquiry made 
by parents seeking new homes is, whether there are opportu- 
nities to educate their children, and we being able to answer 
in the afirmative, a most excellent class of immigrants are 
coming to settle among us. 

The subject of compulsory education is receiving favorable 
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consideration throughout the United States. The great State 
of New York, and several others, have recently fallen into the 
line of progress, and have enacted compulsory educational 
laws, and the sentiment is fast gaining public favor every- 


where. -It is the very general belief that the safety and per- 


petuity of republican institutions rest upon the capability of - 


the people to govern themselves. This being an admitted fact, 
it is as essential for the peace, prosperity and security of all to 
have the rising generation educated, as it is for an individual 
to take the precautionary measures necessary to preserve his 
property from fire, flood or thieves. I believe the time has 
arrived in Arizona, when such measures, should be adopted as 
will insure the attendance of every child at some school for at 
least three months during each year. In establishing the free 
` school system, I have received the hearty co-operation of the 
county school superintendents and the people generally. It 
rests with you to foster and cherish this institution. No other 
duty that you will be called upon to perform will leave so last- 
ing an effect upon the future of this Territory, and I feel con- 
fident that you will perform it with fidelity to the people, and 
_ for the advancement and enlightenment of the rising generation. 


RAILROADS, 


Since the meeting of the last Legislature, owing to various 
causes, American railroad securities in Europe have not 
been considered safe investments; and, in consequence of a 
failure to negotiate the required loan, the progress of build- 
ing the Texas and Pacific, Railroad has been seriously im- 
peded. There is a bill now before Congress, asking the gov- 
ernment to guarantee the interest on bonds for the construc- 
tion of the road, and’ offering such ample security that it is 
believed the government cannot suffer loss in consequence of 
making the guarantee. The importance of the speedy con- 
struction of this road, both to the government, and the States 
and Territories through which it will pass, can hardly be over- 
estimated. It will stimulate the rapid settlement of the coun- 
try along onr sonthern borders; will cause the development 
of its resources, settle the Indian difficulties, and thereby save 
to the nation the expenditure of vast sums of money; it will 
open a highway from the Atlantic to the Pacific below the 
snow line; will give employment in its construction to thous- 
ands of our people; will greatly, encourage the manufacturing 
interests of the nation which are now languishing, and increase 
the wealth and prosperity of the whole country. Under all 
the circumstances, it would seem the part of wise statesman- 
ship to give the requisite assistance,.and I trust and believe 
the present Congress will not adjourn without giving it. I 
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would suggest, in view of the great interest we have in the 
early completion of the road, that you memoralize Congress 
upon the subject. | 

A franchise has been granted by the State of Sonora, in 
Mexico, to a company to build a railroad from Guaymas to the 
Arizona line. The company desire before commencing to 
build the road, the confirmation of this grant by the govern; 
ment of Mexico. The measure is now before the Mexican 
Congress, with fair prospects of- confirmation. It is believed, 
upon the favorable action of the Mexican Congress, the com- 
pany will atonce commence and as speedily as possible complete 
the road; and at no distant day, this road may be built north 
through Arizona, and finally connect with the one now being 
constructed through Utah toward the northern borders of our 
Territory. : 


SPATISTICS AND ASSESSMENT OF PROPERTY. 


The last Legislature passed a law providing for taking the 
“statisties of the Territory, and made it the duty of the County 
Assessors, at the time of making their annual assessment, to 
take the same. No penalty was provided for the non-fulfil- 
ment of said duties. In some instances no attempt has been 
made to comply with the law; in others but partially. In 
view of the importance of knowing annually the true condi- 
tion of the Territory, and the desire to obtain reliable infor- 
mation by those who are seeking for homes in a new section 
of country, I deem it essential that the statistics shall be reli- 
ably taken, I would therefore recommend that the duties of ~ 
assessing property, and of collecting the statistics be separated 
from the office of sheriff, and that provision be made for the 
election of an assessor to perform these duties, that adequate 
compensation be paid, and penalties be prescribed for the non- 
' performance of ‘such duties. It is believed that by such a 
change, the assessment of property would be made much more 
satistactorily, and reliable statistics assured. 

In compliance with the law requiring me to prepare and 
cause to be published a pamphlet showing the statistics 
and resources of the Territory, I performed the duty and 
have had printed as directed, three thousand copies. The 
pamphlet has had a wide circulation in the United States 
. and Europe, and there is constant application made for copies 
from all portions of the country. ‘The edition is now nearly 
exhausted. I believe it would be wisdom to make provision 
for publishing the resources upon a more extended scale than 
heretofore, particularly giving in detail a description of our 
mining resources. Attention is now being directed toward 
the mines of this Territory, more than at any former period. 
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All that is necessary to make Arizona one of the most pros- 
perous and rich mining sections in the world, is capital intel- 
ligently invested and managed, and in no way can we so 


surely secure capital thus used, as by publishing to the world 
reliable information of what we have. 


REGISTRY LAW. 


I have upon two previous occasions called the attention of 
the Legislature to the necessity of enacting a Registry law, 
and I now urgently renew the recommendation in the hope 
that some effective action will be taken thereon during -the 
present session. No fair man desires an election by fraud; 
and yet when the door is open by which it is made compara- 
tively easy to poll illegal votes, in the heat of political excite- 
ment, one party will endeavor to justify the means resorted to 
upon the ground that its opponents have done likewise; and 
very soon such sentiments, if carried into general practice, will 
turn our elections into riotous assemblages, in which the sev- 
eral contending parties will meet trying to rival each other in 
the perpetration of frauds. It is needless to say that such 
elections are not likely to reflect the will of the majority, nor ` 
to secure those in office, who will best serve the people. Such 
safeguards should be placed around the elective franchise, that 
none but legal voters can by any possibility vote; and the 
polls on election day should be kept clear, so that each voter 
may go and deposit his ballot without fear or molestation ; and 
he who would sell his vote for a consideration, should be for- 
ever debarred the privilege of voting, and the purchaser should 
be severely punished. 


TERRITORIAL PRISON. 


There is urgent necessity for a Territorial prison. Territo- 
rial prisoners are now confined in the several county jails. 
These jails are generally insecure, affording opportunities for 
criminals to freqnently escape. No provision can be made for 
employing the prisoners, and therefore their maintenance is 
very expensive. Close confinement in idleness, often results 
injuriously to health, with scarcely the possibility of moral im- 
provement. It has been the uniform custom of the govern- 
ment to erect public buildings for the Territories, and the 
necessity for action is so urgent that it is to be hoped measnres 
will at once be adopted to secure the erection of a Territorial 
prison. Our Delegate in Congress has introduced a bill to 
make the necessary appropriation, and I would suggest that 
you memorialize Congress to grant speedy and favorable action 
upon the bill. 


`

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THE INSANE. 


Thelast Legislature passed a law authorizing me to enter into 
contract for the maintenance of the insane, with such parties 
as I might deem advisable outside of the Territory. In pur- 
suance of said duty, I entered into contract with Drs. Langdon 
& Clark of Stockton, Cal., for the care of such insane as might 
be sent from this Territory, at a cost of $10 each per week, in 
gold. But two patients have thus far been sent; one of whom 
has since died, and the other sufficiently recovered his reason 
to be discharged. So far as I have been able to ascertain, Drs. 
Langdon & Clark have faithfully performed their duty; butif 
arrangements can be made whereby thé insane can be properly 
eared for within the Territory, it would save considerable ex- 
pense in carrying them to California, and would doubtless be 
better for the unfortunates. The total cost for patients at the 
asylum has been $998.86. 


THE VIENNA EXPOSITION. 


I was authorized by an Act of the last Legislature to appoint 
a commissioner to represent the Territory at the Vienna Expo- 
sition. In pursuance of said Act, I appointed O. A. Luke. 
No appropriation was made for transporting such articles to 
Vienna as was desirable to have exhibited, nor was the Act 
passed until immediately preceding the departure of the Com- 
missioner, so that little time was afforded him to collect arti- 
cles for exhibition. He did, however, take, on at his own 
expense, some valuable spezimens of our ores, and displayed 
commendable zeal in calling attention to our wonderful re- 
sources. A copy of his report will be laid before you. 


` 


THE CENTENNIAL EXHIBITION. 

It is proposed to hold at Philadelphia, in 1976, a world’s 
fair for the exhibition of the products of the earth and the 
inventions of men. It is thought to be a proper time, at the 
close of the century that brought our Republic into existence, 
to bring together the people in fraternal friendship and to col- 
lect for exhibition to-all mankind, the various products of our 
vast domain, and also the inventions of a free people; and in 
this exhibition, the nations of the earth have been solicited to 
participate. Mexico and all the South American Republics 
have already accepted this invitation and are making vigorous 
efforts to be properly represented. More than two-thirds of 
the nations of Europe are taking active measures in the same 
direction. It should be the pride of every American to see 
in this exposition the most comprehensive and grandest dis- 
play ever made by mankind, and it is to be regretted that the 
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Congress of the United States has been so far tardy in giving 
the required means; but whether Congress acts or not, there 
is such a determination among the people to make it a success, 
that it cannot fail. Already most of the States have taken 
the necessary steps to insure a full and advantageous repre- 
sentation. It rests with you to decide whether the rich min- 
erals and varied products of Arizona shall be exhibited or not. 
Tf you reflect the wishes of your constituents, you will make 
ample preparation so that no Territory will outdo us in the 
generous rivalry. You have it in your power to place the true 
representations of the resources of the Territory so promi- 
nently* before the representatives of the various nations of the 
world, that capital to develop and utilize them will pour in 
upon us without limit or solicitation. A failure on the part 
of Arizona to be properly represented, would not make any 
very marked difference in the general result of the exposition ; 
but it would seriously affect our own prosperity and be a sub- 
ject of mortification to every true citizen of Arizona. 


LIFE INSURANCE COMPANIES. 


Encouragement for reliable life insurance companies to transact 
business in the Territory, should be given, as by them widows 
and orphans are often provided against want. The business 
here at present would be limited, therefore companies cannot 
afford to pay large sums for the privilege of doing it. The 
law, as it now stands, requires the annual payment of $200 for 
a license to transact business in each of the counties. This 
sum is probably more than the profits would amount to in 
some of the counties. I would, therefore, recommend that an 
annual license of $200 only be required, and that be paid into 
the Territorial Treasury. 


OFFICES OF ATTORNEY-GENERAL AND PROBATE JUDGE. 


I would recommend abolishing the office of Attorney- 
General. It isseldom the service of such an officer is required. ` 
The smallness of the salary attached to the office is not suf- 
cient to induce good legal talent to accept it; besides, litiga- 
tion, to which the Territory may be a party, often occurs in 
districts so far from the residence of the Attorney-General, as 
to render it very difficult for. him _to be present. I therefore 
believe that the abolition of the office and the making of a 
small appropriation to secure the services of an attorney in 
special cases, when required, will best subserve the public 
interests. 

I would recommend making the office-of Probate Judge 
elective by the people. I have endeavored, in filling this 
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office, to make such appointments as were acceptable to the 
people, and to select men for it who would faithfully discharge 
their duties, and I believe in'the main I have succeeded. 


a5 AGRICULTURAL FAIR. 

I believe an annual fair for the exhibition of our agricul- 
tural products, stock,” minerals and mechanical inventions, 
would be of great advantage to’the territory, and I think the 
time has arrived when steps should: be taken to inaugurate the 
measure. JI call your attention to the subject, with the hope 
that you will give such legislative aid as may be necessary for 
its promotion. 


CRIME. 


The crimes of murder and the stealing of stock, are of fre-- 
quent occurrence near the Sonora line. These crimes are gen- 
erally perpetrated by Mexican outlaws, who pass backward and 
forward between Sonora and Arizona. . They commit crimes 
in one country and flee to the other for safety. As our stock 
of cattle and horses increase, these depredations become more 

revalent, and they are fast becoming the most serious and 
vexatious subjects we have to deal with. The State of Sonora 
appears to be powerless to prevent these depredations or to 
punish the depredators, and after they pass the Arizona line, 
we have no right to pursue and arrest them. I have used 
the small appropriation for rewards to the best advantage, and 
. have thereby succeeded in bringing several murderers to pun- 
ishment. I commend the subject to your careful consideration. 


+ FENCE LAW. 


It is undoubtedly advantageous to the farming and grazing 
interests to require farms to be fenced as speedily as possible ; 
but the immediate enactment of such a law would cause an 
expense that our farmers-could not afford to incur. I there- 
fore believe it would be just and advantageous to all interests, 
to pass a fence law to take effect three or four years from its 
passage. Farmers would then have timely notice, and, in most 
instances, could grow a live fence in the meantime. 


FIRES ON THE PLAINS. 


‘I call your attention to the propriety of imposing a fine for 
willfully setting the grass on fire. The careless manner in 
which fires are set out, destroys large quantities of timber, and 
may, if not soon stopped, seriously injure stock-raising, a lead- 
ing industry with our people. 
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TELEGRAPHS. 


Congress made an appropriation for the construction of a 
government telegraph from San Diego, California, through 
Arizona. The line has already been completed to the princi- 
pal towns and military posts of the Territory. Itis of great 
advantage in facilitating military movements, and also to our 
citizens in the transaction of business. ` ft was a wise measure, 
and has doubtless already saved the government many times 
its cost. 


< 


ARTESIAN WELLS. 


The subject of obtaining water by means of artesian wells is 
one of great importance to the future welfare of the Territory. 
So far, no effort has been made to obtain water in this way. 
‘To stimulate the enterprise, the last legislature, passed an act 
offering a premium of $1,500 for the first flowing well obtained, 
not less than ten miles distant from living water. This pre- 
mium has not had the effect of enlisting any one to try the 
experiment. If the fact should be once established that there 
are veins of water beneath the earth that can be brought to 
the surface, thereafter there would be no difficulty in enlisting 
individuals for private gain, to go on with the work; bnt until 
this fact is determined, the heavy expense of purchasing the 
apparatus and performing the work on uncertainty, may pre- 
vent any well directed effort being made for years to come, 
unless a sufficient premium is offered to make it an object to 
strive for it. I would therefore earnestly recommend that a 
reward of $5,000 be given for the first flowing water obtained 
by means of an artesian well within the Territory. I am con- 
‘fident such a reward would cause immediate, persistent and 
well-directed work to be prosecuted at various points. The 
advantages that would be derived from developing flowing 
water by artesian wells, can hardly be estimated. We have 
millions of acres of grazing and agricultural lands and many 
valuable mines, unserviceable unless water be developed upon 
them. 'Several attempts have been made to passa bill through 
Congress to donate lands to encourage the sinking of wells, but 
so far all efforts in this direction have failed. All the Pacific 
coast States and Territories are united upon, and vitally inter- 
ested in, this question, and it is to be hoped that before long 
favorable legislation may be had; but it isa subject of too 
- great importance to Arizona, to take the chances of waiting 
for the uncertain action of Congress. I therefore hope: you 
will not adjourn without offering such inducements as will 
insure a fair trial of the experiment. 
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THE INDIANS. 


At no period in the history of Arizona have our Indian 
affairs been in so satisfactory condition. Comparative peace now 
reigns throughout the Territory, with almost a certainty that 
no general Indian war will ever occur again. Gen. Crook, in 
the subjugation of the Apaches, has sustained his former well 
earned military reputation and deserves the lasting gratitude - 
of our people. The Agencies are generally in the hands of 
men who seem to be faithfully discharging: their duties, and 
by harmony and concert of action between the branches of 
government having Indians in charge, they can, before very 
long, be made nearly if not wholly self-sustaining, and suffici- 
ently tamed and civilized to preclude the possibility of again 
becoming hostile. The Pimas and Maricopas have committed 
some trespasses upon their white neighbors, but it is believed 
the prosecution and punishment of offenders by the civil law, 
the same as though they were white people, would soon correct 
these evils to'a very great extent. The Rev. O. H. Cook has 
been engaged for several years teaching the children, and a 
goodly number are now able to read and write. 

The Papagoes are the most obedient and law-abiding Indians 
in Arizona. They raise sutticient produce for their own sup- 
port, and are increasing in wealth and improving in their 
behavior. The Sisters of St. Joseph are teaching a school 
among them, and the pupils appear to be making very good 

_ progress. 


MINING. 


There has been a marked increase in mining enterprises 
during the past year. Many new and valuable discoveries 
have been made, and considerable gold, silver, copper and lead 
is being extracted. There is but little capital amoug us to 
develop and work mines; but in a small way and with rude 
machinery our hardy miners have started and are successfully 
operating a large number of mines.

AGRICULTURE AND GRAZING. 


aa 


Agricultural interests are not prosperous in consequence of 
the low price of grain. Farmers have supplied the citizens, 
military and Indians with produce and have had a surplus left. 
No greater encomium could be paid the productiveness of the 
Territory. The market being limited the low prices have 
seriously embarrassed the farmers, but with the development 
of the mines a, more extended market will be opened for pro- 
duce. Onr unequaled grazing facilities are beginning to be 
appreciated. Large numbers of horses, cattle and sheep have 
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already beeñ brought here from the adjoining States and Terri- 
tories, and many thousands are now en route. The time is 
not far distant when Arizona will be one of the first wool pro- 
ducing Territories of the Union.

GRAND JURIES. 


One of the most expensive and useless burdens imposed 
upon county governments is the grand jury system. There is 
no reason under our free government and in this enlightened 
age for a tribunal to meet In secret to investigate the conduct 
of their fellow-men. If humanity were more perfect then these 
secret tribunals would not be so oppressive and useless; but 
unfortunately it is too often the case that Grand Jurors use 
the power the system gives them, protected by secrecy, to blast 
the reputation of some opponent, or to save from punishment 
some guilty friend. The delay of keeping prisoners in jail to 
await the action of grand juries is often éppressive to the inno- 
cent and a means by which the guilty go free. This system 
has lost its usefulness if it ever possessed any. It is behind 
the age and a relic of oppression and wrong, involving waste- 
ful extravagance, that should be wiped away as speedily as 
possible. I call attention to the subject for your deliberation 
and investigation. Ifyou find that it can be legally modified 
or abolished then, in my judgment, you cannot do a greater 
sexvice to the people than to act accordingly. . 


5 REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT-GENERAL. 


Your attention is directed to the able report of the Adju- 
tant-General. It is with pleasure I bear testimony to the faith- 
ful manner in which he has attended to the duties of the office. 
The property belonging to the Territory has been properly 
cared for, and the poor and exposed settlers have been rendered 
every assistance within’ his power. At the time the arms were 
first issued, there was insecurity over almost every foot of the 
soil of Arizona. Many of our citizens were daily exposed to 
dangers without means to properly arm themselves. In this 
condition of affairs I adopted the rule to furnish those with 
arms first who were most exposed, and second those who were 
least able to purchase. I believe, in the main, this rule was 
carried ont; but in some instances men obtained possession 
of them, who bartered them away or carried them ont of the 
county, but the arms and ammunition have been the means of 
doing much good. 

I addressed a letter to the Chief Ordnance Officer at Wash- 
ington, in 1873, asking for additional arms, and was informed 


by letter dated July 28, 1878, that the Territory had over- 
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drawn its quota in the sum of $7,354.97, and that the annual - 
apportionment due the Territory was only about $1,600; so 
that it will be several years before any arms are due us. It is 
quite necessary to have ‘a few stand of arms in each of the 
counties, kept in some secure place, for use in emergencies, and 
I hope that we may be able to obtain a further credit for this 


purpose. 


TERRITORIAL FINANCES. 


As exhibited by the reports of the Auditor and Treasurer, 
which will be laid before you with their respective statements, 
you will see that the amount on hand and in the general fund, 
December 31, 1872, was $16,466.33, and the receipts since that 
_ time, up to December 31, 1874, have been $19,721.53, making 

a total of $36,187.86. The disbursements from the general 

fund have been $27,827.33, leaving a balance on hand in that 
fund of $8,360.53. The amount in the School Fund, Decem- 
ber 31, 1872, was $1,406.51, and the receipts since that time 
to December 31, 1874 have been $7,384.80, making a total of 
$8,791.31. The disbursements from the School Fund ap to 
December 31, 1874, aggregate $6,324.66, leaving a balance in 
the School Fund of $2,466.65. The Territorial Treasurer has 
made frequent demands upon the treasurer of Mohave county 
for reports as required by law, and for the money due from 
the county to the Territorial treasury, but bas failed to obtain 
either. Therefore in the receipts as shown, the amount due 
‘from Mohave county does notappear. Of the above disburse- 
ments trom the general fund, $7,898.50 were paid for per diem, 
mileage and other expenses of the last Legislature. Thelaw 
of Congress increasing the per diem of members and attaches, 
prohibits, in the future, any extra allowance being made by the 
Legislature to its own members or attaches. Therefore, in 
estimating the expenses of the Territorial government, but a 
‘ small portion of the above sum should be considered in the 
estimate. There was also appropriated from the general fund 
and divided among the several counties for school purposes, 
the sym of $6,500. 

The last Legislature reduced the rate of taxation for Terri- 
torial purposes from 50 to 25 cents on each $100 of the taxa- 
ble property. This reduction with the sum of $14,398.50, 
paid èut as before stated, for legislative and school purposes, 
will account for the decrease in the amount on hand as shown 
two years ago: It is a subject of pride that the Territory is 
out of debt, and has a surplus on hand. It is believed if pro- 
per economy be practiced, the present rate of taxation will be 
sufficient to pay all current expenses. 

Complaints are made that some revenue is lost in conse- 
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quence of the property being personal, and hence easily 
removed or disposed of after assessment and before the time 
fixed by law for the collection of taxes. It is a believed that 
a change in the law requiring collection on personal property 
at the time of assessment, unless the person assessed also owns 
real estate, would be advantageous. I believe that a judicious 
tax upon orés sold or reduced would operate beneficially. The 
capital to work our mines must necessarily, to a large extent, 
be brought from abroad, and the wealth taken from the mines, 
as a consequence, will go back to those who furnish the capital. 

= therefore appears but just, that the Territory wherein the 
mines are located and which gives protection to the property 
and invested capital, should receive a fair proportion for the 
support of its government, and this method of taxation seems 
to be the most equitable one of accomplishing the: object. | A. 
similar’ tax has been levied for many years in the State of 
Nevada, and all concerned acknowledge its justice. 

For detailed information, I refer you to the excellent and 
full reports of the Auditor and Treasurer. Much credit is 
due these officers for the correct and efficient manner in which 
they have performed the duties devolving upon them.

CONOLUSION. 


I have stated in brief such subjects and measures as seem to 
me will most urgently require your attention. I shall be 
pleased to co-operate with you in all measures that will advance 
the prosperity and happiness of the people; and if you can 
devise other and better ones than I have suggested, to accom- 
plish these objects, they will always receive my cordial support. 
Hoping that your deliberations will be guided by wisdom and 
crowned with benefits to the people; that your associations 
may be pleasant, and that you may be able to return to your 
constituents with their approval, I now confide the several 
matters to your hands. :

STANDING RULES OF THE COUNCIL. 


I. 


The Council shal] choose viva voce one ot its mentbers to 
. oecupy:the Chair, who shall be styled “President of the 
Council,” and who shall hold his office during the session 
thereof, unless he be removed therefrom by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present. 


I. 


The President shall take the Chair at the hour to which the 
Council shall have adjourned, shall immediately call the mem- 
bers to order, and, on the appearance of a quorum, shall cause 
the journal of the preceding day to be read and corrected. 


í IIL. 


He shall preserve order and decorum, may speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, arising from his seat 
for that purpose, and shall decide questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the Council by any member. He shall rise to 
put a question, but may state it sitting. 


IV. 


Questions shall be distinctly put ım this form, to wit: “As 
many as are of the opinion that (as the question may be) say

It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms to-attend the 
House during its sitting, preserve order in the lobby of the 
hall, and to execute all process issued by authority of the 
House, and directed to hnn by the Speaker. 


XVI. 


The duty of the Doorkeeper shall be to give notice to the 
House of all messages, to carry all messages the House may - 
require, private as well as public. When requested to call a 
member of the House, he shall do so by name. He shall keep 
the hall clean, and have a good fire made therein by the hour 
of nine o'clock in the morning, when the weather requires it. 


XVII. 


It shall be the duty of the Doorkeeper to attend the House 
during its sittings, to keep the Representative Hall and com- 
mittee rooms in perfect order, and in all things to execute the 
commands of the Speaker and of the House from time to time. 


AVII. 


No member shall interrupt another while speaking, except 
to call to order or to correct a mistake, ` 


XIX. 


When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat, and 
respectfully address himself to “ Mr. Speaker,” -and shall con- 
fine himself to the question under debate, and avoid person- 
alities. And no member shall impeach the motive of any 
other members vote or argument. 


XX. 


If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the 
rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or any member may, 
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call to order, in which case the member so called to order shall 
immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain, and the 
House shall, if appealed to, decide the case, but without debate. 
If there be no appeal, the decision of the Chair shall be sub- 
mitted to. If the decision be in favor of the member called 
to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, and 
the case require it, he shall be liable to the censure of the 
House.

If any member be callei to order for words spoken in 
debate, the person calling him to order shall repeat the words 
excepted to, and they shall be taken down, in writing, at the 
Clerk’s table; and no member shall be held to answer, or be 
subject to the censure of the House, for words spoken in 
debate, if any other member has spoken, or other business has 
intervened after the words are spoken, and before exceptions 
to them shall have been taken.

When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be received 
and considered by the House, and not otherwise; and no mem-

When a motion has beeu once made and carried in the 
affirmative or negative, it shall not be in order for any mem- 
ber who voted in the minority to move for a reconsideration 
thereof; but any member who voted in the majority may 
move to reconsider on the same or the succeeding day. A 
motion to reconsider shall not be postponed nor laid on the 
table without a time certain assigned for its further considera- 
tion. When a motion for reconsideration has been decided, 
that vote shall not be reconsidered.

No member shall be permitted to stand up, to the interrup- 
tion of another, while any member is speaking; nor pass 
unnecessarily between the Speaker of the House and the per- 
son speaking; or other persons be permitted to stand in the 
alleys during the session of the House.

After each House shall have once adhered to their disagree- 
ment, a bill or resolution shall be lost, except in case each 
House may plea a committee of conference, and if such 
committee shall agree in their report, the bill or resolution may ` 
be again considered, as if no action had been had upon the sub- 
ject.

No bill or resolution that shall have passed the House of 
Representatives and the Council shall be presented to the Gov- 
ernor for his approval on the last day of the session.
